BERLIN, Jan. 11.—Whoen the debate on the
antl-revolutionary Wil was resumed In the
Relchstag todny Herr von Wolszleglier, n

. Herr von Walszleglien econcluded by de-

Herr von Koeller, the minister of the in-
terior, denjed that Die Frieheit was In the
pay of the police. The sociallsts, he added,
wore agltating dally bath in the press and at
meetings the gloritlieation of erime, which
wis on the Increase, and even revolution was

openly extolled, At the soclalist congress
at. Altoonn, Herr von Koeller contlnued, a
delegate nnmed Hartwig sald: *“When the

outbreak comes, glve me o revolver or even
a bomb."

According to the minlster of the Interior,
the preaent penal code did not suffice for
such offenses. He concluded with calling on
the various parties to unite for the protec-
tlon of religion.  (Loud applause.)

Herr von Bonneburg urged that Increased
protection be given to military dizeipline, as
the army constituted the most effectual

LOUIS STEVENSON'S DEATH,

Dispateh from Consal Genoral Malligun nt
Apln to the State Department.

WASHINGTON, Jun, 11.—The Department
of Stnte has recelved a dispateh from Consul
Qeneral Mulligin at Apla reporting the death
of Robert Louls Stevenson,  Under date of
December 6 he writes:

It Is with profound sorrow and a sincere
sense of direet personnl loss that I report the
sidden and wholly unexpected death of the
distinguished author and  great novelist
Robert Louls Stevenson, which took place at
his residence, Valllma, at this place at 8§
p. m. on Monday, the 2d inst., from a stroke
of apoplexy recelved about an hour and a
hull before whille seated at his own hospltuble

\ table.

*“Aside from his world wide reputation in
Htgrature, Mr, Stevenson was ensily the first
luiirlimm of Samon and the center of its social

¢,

“The last manifestation of his great hos-
pitallty was, peeulierly enough, as a dining
celebration of our Amertean Thank=glving
day, which ocourred exuctly four duys before
his death, and at which, in response to a toast
to hig Wealth, he spoke at length of his ad-
mirdtion of the American festival of Thanks-
glving and proceeded n a splrlit of religious
gentiment to recount the many blessings he
had been grateful for,

“His remalos were Interred on the wvery
summit of the mountain overlooking bls late
home 4t 1 o'elock yesterday, whither they

were borne with Infinite dificulty by the
willing  hands of & great pumber of
Bumoans."

“The mengures adopted by Pope Leo for the
restoration of Thomistie phllogophy dnd the
promotion of scientific pursuits are due not
to impulsive enthusinsin, but rather 1o a
protracted, far-isghted prudence, He realizes
fully the actunl needs of Catholiclsm. We
eannol longer content gureelves with a knowl-
edge of what g belng dene In the varlous
departments of sclence; we must contribute
and share In the wirk. Otherwise our
Ciatholle yvouth, obliged to seek elsewherse the
ecientific educatlon, will insensibly come
to look upon the non-Catholle teachers as the
sole repreaentatives of progressive knowledge.
Nor ean we complaln If, through lack of
proper exertlon on our part, the honor which
should  belong to the church ig glven to
cthers, The world, protest as L may, still
bows to authorily, and the might of anthority
in the domain of science belongs Lo those who
acguire the right to speak by personal re-
search.

NO CONFLICT WITH SCIENCE.

"As Catholles, we know of a certalnty that

no real conflict can arise between the truths
of rellgion and those which selence has so
loudly demonstrated. Dot this  conviction
must be brought home to those who are out-
slde the church and who judge® her rather by
what her members do than by what they
write or say In favor of sclence. Such erities,
If they truly deserve the name, must recog-
nize merit whever they find it, and nt least
respeet Catholieity, though they may not ad-
mit its supernatural clalms, Only this re-
gpect 18 compelled by the work of Catholie
aciclentists, and polygetics, In the usual
genge of the term, will be needless.
“In order that the honor of the ehurch may
be completely vindlcated It s necessary,
nbove all, to do away with the migtaken fden
thut Catholicg are not free to pursue sclen-
tific rosearches. After what had been suld
coneerning the relations between the church
and science, it may appear superfluous to
inslst on the liberty whieh she allows her
childrin. However, there I8, In many candid
people, a lurking suspiclon that Cuatholics are
kept In cunstant fear of running up against
barricades of some rort, to be checked, so to
gpeak, by theological Inhibitions, And, If by
this Is meant that the church Is ever vigllant
for the preservation and priority of faith, we
not only admit that such is the case, but we
Insist moreover that this Is the only course
which an institution founded by Christ to
eprend his doctrine could consistently follow.
On the other hand, we deny that in its sollel-
tude for the faith once delivered to the
snints the church interferes with the legiti-
mate action of selence. A conclusion which,
though apparently based on fact, rung counter
to dogmatie truth, i2 not the wverdiet of
golence {tself. 1t I8 the finding
of certain scientists who go out of their
proper sphere into that of speculation on
matters beyond their reach. The church
does not ask sclence to furnish proof of her
tenents, nor does she pretend to fix the
princlples and methods which seience shall
follow, Hut In return she claims the right
to use her anthority concerning things
which properly pertaln to her mission s
teachor,

“The church, far from neglecting sclentists
of the advance sect, places a higher wvalue
npon them than those who are swept to and
fro by every new current of opinlon. She
makes more allowance for real progress
than those who are now lts londest cham-
plons, It Is her purpoge, declared so often
by the wvolee of Leo XIII, that Catholics
should moke the best use of thelr fresdom
to further the interests of sclence and there-
by do honor to her and help her nand help
het to glorify the Father of Light, To all
of us she says: ‘For this your wisdom and
understanding In the sight of natlons, ™

FPOIE WAS APPEALED TO,

Cireular Which Called Forth
Agninst Seceret Soclotles,

NEW YORK, Jan., 11.—At the reception to
Mge, Satolll lngt night one of the priests,
while walking past the reporters’ table,
showed a circular, which he sald was the
cause of the recent crusade ngainst secret
socletles In this country, The priest re-
fused to glve his pame. He only sald that
Father Peter Rosen of St Paul, Minn, who
is mentloned In the eircular as its author,
has just returned from Rome,

The clrewlar, which is in Latin, recltes
that there oxists in the United States various
clandestine socletles, the chief of which are
the Good Templars, Odd Fellows and Knlghts
of Pythias, It then goes on to say that as
thesy socletles begln thelr mectings  with
prayers and the show of fraternal love and
good will, and no expross vow is exacted to
abjure Roman Catholic teachings, many
priests absolve the members unhesitatingly,
while others absolutely refuse o do so,

The clrcular then professes to show that
beneath the aminble outer trappings of the
socleties ¥ o ritunl entirely antagonlstie
to RRoman Catholle doetrines. Reforences are
given Lo pages and paragraphs in the ritual
uf Bach of the socleties.

The elrcular concludes by praying that “his
holiness shall delgn to declde whether or not
wecording to the laws of the chureh these
socleties moy be tolerated and thelr membors
sacramientally absolved.'

BUDD FINALLY INAUGURATED

Ueremony Attended by a Great Demonstra-
tion of Party Friends.

ATTENTION TURNED TO THE SENATORSHIP

De Young's ¥Friends Clatim the Cauncos
Which Nominated Perkins Was Simply
B Mecting of the Senntor's Friends

—A AL Fighting De voung.

BACRAMENTO, (al,, Jan, 11.—A {remen-
dous erowd attended the Inauguration of Gov-
ernor Budd at noon today, preceded by a
large parade of military and uniformed polit-
ieal  organizations, The aseembly chamber
was crowded when Governor Markham wns
esrorted to the gpeaker's chinlr and Introduced
by Speaker Lynch. The retiring sgovernor
gave a brief specch of fardwell and thanks
with n good word for his suceestor, Buiid
was then Introduced amld loud cheering.
The onth of oMee was adminl=tered by Jus-
tlee Henshaw, of the state supreme bench,
Ilmmediately cannon gave the gubernatorial
enlute of nineteen guns, Then Governor
Budd delivered his foaugural address, spéel-
fying a number of institutions and state
boards In which retrenchment Is advisable
through consolidation, abolishment and desirn-
ble legislation.

Now that Governor Budd has been Inaugu-
roted, and all talk of a contest §8 abt an end,
the interest of the politictans centers on the
contest for United States senntor. Senatar
George A, Perking and M. . DeYoung still
remaln the two most prominent eandldates,
and both are eonfident that they will recelve
the nomination. Perkins last night recelved
the republican eatdcus nomination, forty-five
out of sixty-seven In the caucus endorsing
him as thele candidate, The DeYoung men
contend it was not a cancus, but simply a
mocting of Perking men, and that the Iat-
ter's weakness is thus displayed, as forty-five
votes will never elect him. The A, P. Al
hing taken a hand in the contest, by warning
the legislators that DeYoung 8 a reputed
Romuanist, and that they must not vote for
him. Mr. DeYoung snvs that he f= not a
Catholic, and that he 18 not a member of the
APl AV He says he would not accept the
senntorship f in dolng so he would have to
dlgerimindte agalnst any bect.

GOVERNOIR MATTHEWS MESSAGE.

Part that Indianan Played In the
Great Strikes.

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan, 11.—Governor Matd
thews delivered his message to the Indiana
legislature today,

Governor Matthews' message was very long
and dealt with many toples. The message
contained about 16,000 words,

The first subject discussed is the finances
of the state, It Is shown that the state has
left an era of debt-making and gone into an
ern of debt-paylng. He expresses the opinlon
that a reduction of 2 per cent in the school
tnx levy might be made and says that in the
past two years no money has bheen borrowed
by the state; all payments have been
promptly met and §1,510,000 has been paid
on the state debt,

The Roby Columbia Athletic club Iy re-
ferred to and the enactrient of 4 more
stringent law governing prize fighting is
urged. This law should make it a felony to
aot either as prinelpal or second; The ad-
vertlsing of a fight should be made punish-
able by fine.

The governor gives a brief review of the
coal miners' strike last year and Jdefends his
action in quelling the riots with stuale troops.
Of the Pullman strike the message says:
*A strike originating at Pullman, T11., was in
symipiathy joined in by the Amerlean Itail-
way unlon In Chicago and from there spread
to towns and clties in Indiana. As Is often
true, a viclous element, unable to appreclate
the Institutions of a free people, whose only
ides of llberty is llcense and respecting no
law save that of force, availed themselves
of the opportunity to commit depredations.”

The 760 Indlana troops In this strike cost
the state $52,807 and this amount the legls-
lature is asked to provide. The messnge
commends the support of the Loyal Leglon
and the Grand Army of the Republie in
their prompt olfer of service to suppress the
gtrike troubles. An increase of the gov-
ernor’s contingent fund Is ausked for. Section
46 “should be amended,” the messuge says,
“so that a military offlcer command would
have moare discretion In giving the order
to fire when it becomes necessary, In order
to leave him entirely at the discretion of the
civil oficer,"

It is recommended that a law be passed
giving the governor authoerity to Institute
actlon In the courts to prevent the com-
misslon of acls against property public
peace, public morals, public poiiey, etc , with
the authority in proper cases to appoint o
recelver for the property where the illegal
acts are being committed. The governor and
other publie officers should be empowered
to institute and malntaln actlon ngainst rail-
road companles to restrain them from carry-
Ing passengers for the purpose of engaging
In unlawful enterprises and  making the
carrying for such purpose a couse for for-
felture of franchises,

WRECK MORE COMPLETE THAN THOUGHT

Developments Shote thnt the State Was Not
Only Nystemntionily bt
Bowidsmen Were Enabled to Put
Property Ouat of Reach.

PIERRE, 8 D, Jan, 11.—(Spetlal Tele-
gram, ) —The chiel of pollce has received a
telogram from Memphis stating that he has
under arrest 4 man answering (he deseription
of W. W. Tavior, the defaulting state troas-
urer, and asking for Instructions.  Attorpey
General Crawlford wired to hold the prisoner
for Identifieation.

The legistnture todny appolnted a Jolnt com-
mission o Investigate the defaleation In the
treasurer’'s office.  The commission conslsts
of Senators Peasp, Boyee and MeGee and
Representatives  Gold, DBarron, Uec¥over,
Holmauist and Lucas. They wiil at onee
begin a thorough [nvestigation, The leglsia.
ture called on the auditor and publie exam-
iner to report ot once on their offices.

The Taylor Incident now bids fale to In-
volve some of the other state ofMclals, and
there are well defined romore of some revela-
tions to be made which will show o condition
mmly less shocking than the treasurer's de-
faleations, 1t Is understood that another offi-
cinl, having the custody of very large sums
of state money, was concerned with Taylor
In the beginning, and that he has misused
the funds in an equally lilegitimale manner,
It 18 MKely that o condition of rottenness will
be discoversd which will shinke the state os
even the story of Taylor's downfall Lo not
dane,

SAVE THEMSBELVES WITH STATE
MONEY.
It is now known that during the panife

the state funds were used to bolster up the
private affulrs of varlous etate  ofliclals
and that thereby not only were the state
and school boards deprived of the use of the
money whieh the statute gave them, but
the state lost a large sum In Intereat, and
ns a result of this Megitimate conduct has
now lost the $350,000.

It is rumored that the public examiner will
be arrested and his bondsmen sued for the
Tavlor loss, The statute provides that the
examiner shall examine the varlous ecounty
and stale treasurers' affalrs at stated Intor-
vals and If he find them at all out of the
way he shall at onee proceed to take
poegession of the office, and bring about an
accounting, and shall hold the offending
offieial until the irregularity is made good.
When It was firgt knpwn that Taslor had
been a defaulter Mr. Myers, the publle ex-
aminer, was very talkative and discussed
the matter in detadl with ‘many people, one
of whom was The DBee correspondent. He
declared that about a month ngo he exaomined
the trensurer's office and having balanced
the hooks ealled on Taylor by letter for
his certifieates of deposits, the funds being
in the eole custody of the treasurer and
there being no books in the offlce to show
where they were deposited, Taylor wrote
an evasive raply and treated the repeated
reports of the examiner In the same way,

MYERS ENEW TAYLOR WAS SHORT.

Myers stated that he ot the Uime betame
strongly suspiclous of a shortage, but sup-
posed it was comparatively smull, and that
the treasurer would ba able Lo raise enough
money to make It good before the expiration
of his term, which would come in three
weeks,  He, therefore, did nething, but was
surprised when the default became public.
Hnd he, at the time he concelved this sus-
piclon, promptly brought Taylor to hook, the
stite would have saved fully $250,000, At
that time all the money since stolen was in
the treasury, and Taylor was glven time to
draw into his own hands and get away with
it.. Myers, having thue neglected his plain
doty, and the state having, by his potion, lost
2250000, good lawwers believe that Le [is
criminally luble, and that his bondsmen can
be held for the amount of their bonds. i
is rumored that he will be arrested in a
few days.

The theory of Taylor's course has changed
romewhat since yesterday, It was expoected
by all the ofcinls that when ex-Governor
Mellette arrived last evening, he would bring
& propesition from the bondsmen Lo settle,
The day the defaplt was discovered, Mellette,
who was on the bond for $50,000, wired from
Lafavette, Ind., llu; home of Tavlor's father,
that he was on Nis way here, and not to
nttach any property until he arrived, that he
wouldl turn over overything and would fix up
the shortage. He arrived this morning, but
It appears that he representd himsell alone.
He, lhowever, tells some Interesting tales,
which (hrow conslderable light on the action
of Taylor.

MELLETTE LEFT HANKRUDT,

About two years ago Taylor loaned Melleite,
then governor of the state, $16.000, and
Mellette gave hime as gecurity @ warranty
deed for all of his property, real and per-
gonnl, to the amount of $50,000. Thisa was
not Adlgeovered, A few months npgo Taylor
asked for the money, and stoted that he was
hard pregsed and must have It. Mellette
went to Boston and secured the money by
making a new but simpilar deed to parties
thore, and wius about to turn over the money
to Taylor when the crash came. Yesterday
he learned that Tavior hnd recorded the deed
and hod mortgaged the property for Its full
value, and the two deeds were placed on
record Wednesday night, the day after the
defaleation became known, This bankrupts
Mellotte nud deprives the state of any chance
of recovering from him ag bondsman, He
has, however, glven the attorney general a
full st of his property, amd the state hns
alecady attnehed and will contest the deed
glven by ‘Taylor.
